Something in the nature of a bomb 
was thrown into the International 
Peace Congress in mail week at Cen- 
tral Hall, Westminster, when in the 
course of 8 debate on a resolution in 
favour of complete disarmament, Dr. 
Deerin Hall, secretary of the American 
Peace Society, declared, amid cries of 
“'No, no!’ that complete disarmanent 
was an uoreslisabledream. Armamenta 
to day, he said, meant everything in 
our industrial and commonilife ; plant 
for the manufacture of dyes could te 
tured to the manvfacture of ex- 
plosive in afew hours, and a perfume 
factory could at onca be set to the 
turning out of poison gas. Did the 
resolution mean that all mantfactories 
and industrial plant were to ke 
abolished 2 “For this Congress,” he 
adced, “to go belora 8 thinking, 
practical world with a cbimerical pro- 
position like this is to our own dit 
credit. . . . When.we go before 
the world with av improbable pro- 
position like this we are discrediting 
our movement in the very places 
where we wart help.”

Mr. George Lansbury expressed 
astonishment that an American friend

epair, and he bad notexpected to hear 
it from Americas. 

A 8wiss delegate protested that the 
Swies army bad never been a menace 
toanybody.

Armed robbers entered the Kwong 


Sing shop, on the first floor of No. 
222, Reclamation Street, Yaumati, 
yesterday evening and made a haul of 
money and jewellery worth $1,913. 

According to the master of the 
shop, Shek Ching Teun, he and 
his seven‘fokis wore in tho sitting 
room about 8.15 p.m., when three 
men entered ‘the flat’ by thw 
stair door, which was closed but not 
fastoned, and asked for Ham Shui- 
Icong. one of the partners of the shop.

1.250 MILES WITH DOG TEAMS.

* Phe Zmperial Oil Review has a vivid 
s‘ory of the remarkable journey of 
Ronald Mackinnon {rom the Imperial 
Oil Camp, near Fert Norman, to Fort 
McMurray. The distano: is 1,260 
miles, and he covered the lost 112 
miles without rest or eleep. : 

Mackinnon, it is explained, isa man 
of Blt. 7in,, and weighs 1261b. For 
-many years he bas been in the farthest 
North. Hea knows the waterways ond 
tho ¢raila winter and summer. In 
1920, just returned from France, he 
went north to Great Slave Lake, and 
spent tho summer there. returning in 
the autumn of that year. In 1921 
he went in again ahead of the main 
Imperial Oil Company’s party to look 
after tho forwarding of supplies ond 
the preparations for the main outfit 
which was to come down on the firat 
boat, By previous arrangement, he 
was the winter courier delegated to 
br'ng the diepatches from. thy winter 
camp of the company in the Fort 
Norman country. 

Leaving Beor Ieland cn January 
29 with a team of five dogs, and 
dressed in the Eskimo equipment of 
catiboo skin parka and trousers, with 
snowshoes and moceszing, Le set out 
for tke south, 1,250 miles away, 
accompanied for the first part-of the 
journey by a mail ronner returning 
light to Wrigley. The going was bad 
avd the weather was cold, ‘Tho river 
hsd frozen in hummocks aod chunks 
that. made travelling very difficult 
and the thermometer held persistently 
at 40deg,, to Gddeg. below for many 
 daya. ‘ .

It 
acts as o kind of primitive dark 
lantern. Where the river is “rough 
progress is very toileomr, Iu places 
it is necessary to c op a way through 
the piled-up hummocks of ice.

The Attorney-General, ‘Sir, Ernest 
Pollock, K.C., esid Mr. B, Vidal had 
issaed broadcast 6 circular which was 
as mendacious os it was scutrilons 
and abuive of the President of the 
Divorce Court (Sir Henry Duke, who 
heard the divorce petition with a 
inry). In addition to publishing the 
cisculars, Mr. Vidal had sent copies to 
the solicitors in the case, and had 
employed sandwicbmen to walk the 
streeta around the Law Courts and at 
Westminster carrying copies of the 
scurrilous Jibel, and bad threatened 
the Publio Prosecu‘or that unless 
gome course were adopted he would 
take a further step. ‘ 

Sir Ernest Pollock said the matter, 
of course, might have been taken to 
the police. court, but be hai 
relcotantly come to the conzlusion 
that although to sensible peopl: the 
whole thing upon the fase of it con 
taincd its own condemna‘ion, he could 
not condone the condnot of Mr, Vidal, 
and it would be a public scandal if the 
matter was not dealt with at once,
